(AFL Release) 

Austin, Tex.—The State Senate 
ordered a special general -investi- 
gating committee “to commence 
forthwith and diligently continue 
a sweeping investigation of all. la- 
bor organizations. in this state for 
the purpose of determining law vi- 
olations, if any, and the. adminis- 
‘tration of all state laws, as they 
may affect labor organizations.” 

Dragging the flag of the great 
Lone Star State in the disgraceful 
mire of prejudice and hate, and the 
Senate began what may go down 
as the greatest union witch hunt 
iin any state’s history. 

The investigating committee was 
directed to submit its first report 
by March 26 with recommendations 
for legislation. The committee was 
empowered to compel witnesses to 
‘attend, to subpoena any and all 
| records, and to send to jail any who 
defy its requests. 

The action was taken on the basis 
of a newspaper story that all union 
labor would be employed on con- 
struction of an $80 million plant 
for Reynolds Aluminum Co., near 
Corpus Christi, Tex. On the pretext 
that Texas’ union-busting “Right to 
| Work” law passed in 1947. (Taft- 
Hartley year) may be violated, the 
investigation was ordered. 

The Texas State Federation. of 
Labor appealed to affiliated unions 
| to contribute a sum of money equal 
| to 3-months’ per capita tax. to fight 
what is described as “the biggest 
union-busting suit that has ever 
hit the courts in the South and 
probably the nation.” — 

The suit was brought five months 
ago by the $48 million anti-union 
|'Brown & Root Co. against the 
Texas Federation, 19 international 
unions of the AFL Building and 
Construction Trades Department, 
the State Council. of Carpenters, 
i|Houston Central Labor Council, 
Austin, Beaumont and Houston 
|/Building Trades Councils, and 


Council. 

Company attorneys have utilized 
| évery phase of the anti-labor laws 
|that were passed by the 1947 state 
legislature. They have built up over 
/5,000 pages of testimony. They 
have amended their original 28- 
page petition to include 90 pages 
of sections of local unions’ by-laws 
| that they find most useful to them. 
|The cost has been tremendous,

Thus AFL President William 
'Green, speaking as co-chairman of 
'the United Labor Policy Commit- 
tee representing 15 million Ameri- 
cans, answered Defense Mobiliza- 
'tion Czar Charles E. Wilson’s un- 
| truthful “damned if I know what” 
|labor wants. 

Wilson made the remark upon 
returning to Washington from ‘Key 
West, Fla., where he had issued an 
earlier untruthful statement that 
United Labor had demanded the 
| power to determine the allocation 
of manpower to the armed forces, 
| Leaving President Truman’s va- 
| cation headquarters at Key West, 
Wilson said also that he and the 
President are “conscious of the hue 
and cry.” 

“I think as a matter of fact that 
neither one of us understands what 
all. the excitement and the shoot- 
ing is about,” Wilson said. Truman 
made no comment but White House 
Secretary Joseph H. Short said the 
matter is being studied in daily 
conferences. 

Green’s radio speech was one 
of a series being made on all four 
networks and ‘television detailing 
the United Labor Policy Commit- 
tee’s reasons of withdrawal of its 
representatives from the Wage 
| Stabilization Board and Defense 
Mobilization Office. 

The AFL, CIO, Machinists and 
railroad brotherhoods making up 
the committee, called the heads of 
state and city regional organiza- 
tions to Washington to report di- 
rectly on the situation and at- 
tempt to rouse grass-roots aware- 
iness of the price-wage hoax. 
| Thousands of letters have al- 
| ready deluged Wilson from work- 
|ers, consumers and their organi- 
izations protesting his failures. 
| President Truman and Congress 
lare also hearing from the folks 
back home. 

They should hear more. 

Price Stabilization Director Mi- 
chael V. DiSalle granted auto re- 
|tailers permission to mark up the 
actual dollars and cents increases 
to them of the 3% per cent price

Teachers Union 1020 of Monte- 
rey County is waging an active 
| fight for increased salaries for 
| school teachers in all levels, ac- 
| cording to the union’s latest bulle- 
tin. Following are quotes from 
the campaign by the AFL union: 

. . We must do a lot of harp- 
ing on this subject if we think 
| teachers’ salaries should be im- 
proved. It takes a lot of argument, 
and perhaps other action as well, 
ito put over the teacher point of 
i'view on the subject of salaries. 
| “In worst plight are beginning 
teachers and those on the lower 
brackets who have taught for only 
la few years. Beginning teachers 
in the Salinas Union High School 
| District get $2,900 but big cuts 
fare taken out of this for income 
{tax and retirement payments. 
| There are nine teachers in Salinas ; 
| High who get $2,900 (before de-: 
| ductions. 

“Teachers are advanced by 
nual ‘increments’ (raises) of $150 | 
until after ten or more years at | 
the high school they reach the | 
maximum. Not counting purely | 
' theoretical categories (Ph.D. de- | 
gree, ete.) and unique individuals | 
'too few in number to count, the 
| actual practical maximum is $4,750 
(before deductions). 

“Because of the big tuifover | 
(hiring and firing, beginning and | 
quitting) the average of the teach- | 
ers’ pay in our high school is now 
$3,675 (before deductions).

SAFETY GROUP 
SEEKING HARD 
HATS ON JOBS 


A resolution. recommending to 
| the Division of Industrial Safety 
that legislation be adopted requir- 
|ing all classes of workers in con- 
| struction to wear a protective head 
' covering was adopted at the meet- 
‘ing of the N. Calif. Construction 
| Action Committee of the California 
Industrial Safety Conference last 
Wednesday at the State Building. 

This committee is composed of 
| representatives of management, la- 
| bor, and insurance companies, and 
| Wednesday’s meeting was attend- 
ed, for labor, by James T. Harvey 
iand Thomas Harvey, secretary of 
the State Building and Construc- 
|tion Trades Council. Daniel Del 
Carlo, a co-chairman, was unable 
ito attend because of illness. 

If the recommended legislation 
should be adopted, the wearing of 
“hard hats’ by all construction 
workers would be mandatory. 

P. H. McCarthy, State BTC at- 
torney, also is drawing up legisla- 
tion to be presented at Sacramento 
requiring that safety inspectors be 


stationed continuously on large 
|construction projects. Even for 
general inspection purposes, says 


Harvey, there are not enough in- 
spectors, and all groups on the 
Construction Action Committee are 
backing a state budget boost to 
permit hiring of 14 more. 

While there has been general 
progress made in cutting down the 
relative accident rate, there are 
still far too many, it is pointed 
out. Over the years there has 
‘been a drop of 1% per cent in 
the rate of fatal accidents. In 1947 
there were 3,000 accidents per 
month, and this was cut in 1950 
to 1,900. 

The group recommends another 
state-wide. meeting such as was 
called by Governor Warren in the 
southern part of the state last 
; year.
